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HISTORY  OF  ARTS  '48 

The  time  has  come  when  we  must  view  in  persp;ctive  our  happy  days  at  Queen's.  Let  us  turn  back  the 
pages  and  reminisce. 

We  were  a  pretty  green  group  of  freshmen  and  freshettes  when  we  arrived  —  all  254  of  us  —  in  the 
fall  of  1944.  Events  in  Europe  were  looking  brighter,  but  of  course,  the  world  was  still  engaged  in  a  bitter 
struggle.  Life  at  college  was  quite  different  than  it  is  in  peacetime.  There  were  no  Intercollegiate  sports  at 
all,  and  excitement  had  to  come  from  some  other  source.  The  result  —  the  inter-faculty  feud,  'Nuff  said.  We 
made  a  good  start  as  far  as  sports  were  concerned,  with  '48  men  winning  the  intramural  basketball  cham¬ 
pionship.  There  was  no  stopping  them  there.  They  went  right  on,  and  representing  the  Arts  faculty,  won  the 
interfaculty  championship  Remember  our  first  Year  Party?  By  this  time  we  felt  ourelves  to  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  campus  and  not  just  the  insignificant  "Frosh" 

Exams  came  and  went.  The  summer  passed  Arts  '48  reappeared  on  the  campus,  now  the  mighty  Sophs! 
Now  the  war  was  over,  and  we  wondered  what  the  year  '45  -  '46  would  bring  The  influx  of  ex-service  personnel 
made  its  influence  felt  on  the  campus,  and  approximately  40  of  them  joined  Arts  '48.  That  was  our  vear  for 
sports  Our  championship  track  team  won  the  880-vard  relay  (almost  broke  the  record  too,  with  a  time  of  1  47.2) 
and  they  were  runners-up  in  the  440.  A  temporary  football  schedule  was  arranged  among  the  universities. 
Several  Arts  '48  men  made  the  Queen's  team.  There  was  no  attempt  to  playoffs  of  course,  but  we  at  least 

got  a  taste  of  the  excitement  in  store  for  us  when  Intercollegiate  football  would  be  in  full  swing  again,  1946 

saw  the  return  of  Intercollegiate  boxing.  With  it  came  the  Intercollegiate  Lightweight  championship  for 
Queen's,  won  by  a  member  of  our  year.  Surely  we  will  never  forget  that  we  were  runners-up  to  Science  '47 
for  the  Bews  Trophy  in  our  sophomore  year.  The  men  were  champs  in  the  bowling  and  table-tennis  tourna¬ 
ments  The  girls  did  not  take  a  back  seat  either  We  had  a  great  hockey  team,  and  took  the  intramural 
championship.  The  tennis  and  badminton  champs  of  1945-46  were  Arts  '48  girls.  While  still  on  the  subject 
of  girls'  activities  it  was  in  the  fall  of  '45  that  Boucher  House  was  inaugurated  as  the  girls'  co-op.  Members 
of  Levana  '48  diplayed  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  this  project.  They  worked  hard  to  make  the  project  possible 
in  the  first  place,  and  then  to  renovate  and  manage  it  sc  successfully,  so  that  the  whole  campus  was  convinced 
that  the  venture  was  a  huge  success  Then  there  was  the  choosing  of  the  Typical  Queen's  Co-ed  —  won  by  a 
member  of  Arts  '48,  of  course.  We  could  not  possibly  overlook  the  great  social  event  of  the  season,  our  first 
year  dance,  which  was  called  "Boyd's  Ball  "  We  have  been  working  ever  since  to  bring  our  finances  out  ot  the 
red. 

In  the  fall  of  1946,  most  of  the  originals  turned  up  for  our  lunior  year.  Intercollegiate  football  came 
back  to  put  spice  into  the  fall  sessions,  and  Arts  '48  was  again  represented  on  the  senior  team.  However,  our 

intramural  sports  prowess  took  a  bit  of  a  drop  The  men  had  to  be  content  with  second  place  in  the  table- 

tennis,  but  the  girls  were  able  to  defend  their  championships  in  both  table-tennis  and  badminton.  Queen's  won 
the  Intercollegiate  bridge  tournament  with  the  aid  of  another  '48er,  We  were  active  in  the  formation  of  the 
Model  Parliament,  and  one  of  our  beauties  was  chosen  Queen  of  Queen's.  Surely  we  haven't  forgotten  our  se¬ 
cond  Year  Dance  • —  Rhapsody  in  Blue.  Remember  the  sandwich  board  the  boys  wore  when  they  paraded 
around  the  campus  and  into  the  Library? 

"She  may  be  old 
She  may  be  new 
But  take  that  gal 
To  Rhapsody  in  Blue" 

(with  apologies  to  all  poets) 

The  intermission  was  good  too,  highlighted  by  Harris  Arbique  at  the  piano.  No  less  than  32  of  our  members 
graduated  that  year. 

With  ranks  a  bit  thinner  now,  Arts  '48  reappeared  on  the  campus  last  September  —  Seniors  at  last1 
Some  former  members  of  Arts  '49  joined  us  from  the  shorter  Commerce  and  Pass  B.A  courses.  The  big  sports 
event  was  the  winning  of  the  Intercollegiate  Girls'  Basketball  championship  by  the  Queen's  team.  Arts  '48  is 
rightly  proud  of  its  members  who  played  on  the  team.  We  also  had  members  of  our  year  on  the  girls'  Inter¬ 
collegiate  tennis  and  badminton  teams.  Our  final  Year  Dance,  The  Big  Red  Ball  is  still  quite  fresh  in  our  mem¬ 
ories.  Here  is  where  we  give  ourselves  a  little  pat  on  the  back.  We're  out  of  the  hole  now1  We  even  had  enough 
money  left,  after  four  years  of  high  financing,  to  help  out  the  Queen's  Pipe  Band  uniform  fund. 

As  we  take  a  last  glance  back,  it  is  quite  gratifying  to  see  in  how  many  campus  activities  Arts  '48  has 
been  represented  We  are  particularly  proud  of  our  representation  on  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  the  Levana 

Society  Executive,  the  Levana  A.B.  of  C.,  the  Arts  Society  Executive,  the  Commerce 
Club,  the  journal,  the  Commerceman,  the  Commentator  and  the  Tricolor.  This 
would  be  a  good  time  too,  to  give  a  hearty  "thank  you"  to  our  year  presidents: 
Bob  Bowman,  Ted  White,  Andy  Kmewasser  and  jack  Pattison,  and  to  their 
executives. 

With  305  potential  graduates,  we  are  indeed  a  very  large  Arts  graduating 
class,  but  large  numbers  have  not  dimmed  the  spirit,  nor  the  many  wonderful 
friendships  formed  within  our  ranks.  And  so,  with  the  knowledge  we  have  gained, 
the  memories  of  the  fun  we  have  had,  and  the  pleasant  associations,  Arts  '48 
leaves  Queen's  to  face  the  future.  Let  us  hope  that  our  efforts  may  contribute 
something  to  the  future  of  our  country,  and  to  the  furtherance  of  world  peace.

HISTORY  OF  NURSING  SCIENCE  '48 

Here  it  is  1948.  It's  a  long  way  back  to  '43,  but  we  still  remember  our  Freshette  days — 
the  excitement  of  the  first  year  at  college,  rugby  games,  year  parties,  dances,  formals  and  so  on. 

There  were  twelve  of  us  in  first  year.  We  took  classes  with  Arts  and  Meds,  but  we  had  no 
actual  contact  with  nursing  subjects,  since  the  school  was  not  yet  organized  under  a  Director. 

The  next  three  years  were  a  complete  change  from  college.  We  were  in  training'  We  were 
still  considered  undergraduates  of  Queen's,  and  we  were  the  only  ones  at  the  Kingston  General 
Hospital  who  had  the  opportunity  to  join  in  Campus  activities.  Long  as  it  seemed  at  the  beginning, 
the  time  did  pass.  After  our  probation  period,  we  were  "capped"  and  accepted  by  the  hospital  as 
student  nurses,  From  then  until  graduation  in  1947  we  developed  skills,  knowledge  and  attitudes 
in  Nursing  We  took  lectures  in  Medical  and  Nursing  subjects,  and  received  our  practical  train¬ 
ing  in  all  departments.  At  last  we  were  Registered  Nurses. 

Seven  of  the  original  twelve  are  back  this  year  to  finish  the  course,  and  they  are  taking 
either  Public  Health  or  Teaching  and  Supervision.  Added  to  our  numbers  are  four  other  graduate 
nurses  Nursing  subjects  form  the  backbone  of  our  last  year.  Along  with  these,  we  take  Bacteri¬ 
ology,  Economics,  Politics,  Mental  Hygiene,  Personnel  Administration,  Preventive  Medicine  and  field 
trips. 

The  great  event  of  this  year  was  our  formal  dinner-dance,  which  was  held  at  the  La  Salle 
Hotel  in  January,  and  was  convened  by  Joan  Ste.vart  and  Barb  Vogan. 

The  School  of  Nursing  was  fortunate  indeed  in  having  Miss  Dorothy  M,  Riches  come  as  Direc¬ 
tor  in  1946.  Miss  Jenny  Dier  was  added  to  the  staff  this  year  as  lecturer  in  Public  Health,  The 
members  of  Nursing  Science  '48  will  always  keep  the  spirit  of  Queen's  alive,  the  spirit  of  which  we 
are  so  justly  proud.

HISTORY  OF  SCIENCE  ’48 


Four  short  years  ago,  Science  '48  made  its  first  appearance  on  the  Queen's 
Campus.  It  was  the  last  of  the  wartime  sessions,  and  our  ranks  were  relatively 
small.  However,  during  the  succeeding  years,  we  absorbed  many  new  members, 
all  of  whom  have  helped  make  ours  a  year  to  be  remembered. 

First  year  had  both  its  dark  and  bright  moments.  I  think  most  of  the  originals 
can  remember  one  of  the  introductory  remarks  by  Professor  Harkness,  who  said, 
"Look  at  the  man  on  either  side  of  you,  for  in  four  years  only  one  of  you  will 
remain."  Unfortunately  for  many,  his  words  were  very  nearly  true  However,  our 
new  members  have  more  than  compensated  for  our  loss.  Freshmen  regulations  were 
the  big  thing  of  that  session  with  their  tarns,  haircuts  and  parades  which  were 
so  much  a  part  of  university  life. 

Second  year  was  ushered  in  with  the  return  of  the  veterans,  and  as  a  result 
regulations  were  abolished  This  left  us  unable  to  return  the  "favours"  which  had 
been  such  a  unifying  force  in  the  previous  year  Shortly  after  returning,  our  first 
edition  of  the  "Traverse"  appeared,  the  first  year  paper  on  the  campus.  A  great 
deal  of  thanks  is  due  to  those  who  helped  make  it  such  a  success.  Our  social 
activities  took  a  decided  step  ahead  with  the  Soph-Frosh  dance  and  two  spirited 
year  parties  Although  our  famed  hockey  team  took  top  honours,  sports  as  a 
whole  dragged  and  our  position  in  the  Bews  Trophy  race  was  of  little  consequence. 

Science  '46  and  '47  each  won  the  Bews  Trophy  in  their  third  years,  and  it 
seemed  that  a  tradition  was  on  its  way  to  being  established.  Our  members  turned 
out  in  full  force,  we  led  the  race  right  from  the  first  of  the  year,  and  took  the 

trophy  quite  handily.  Living  up  to  our  reputation,  our  first  official  year  dance, 

the  8-Ball,  and  our  Semi-Prom,  another  first  of  its  kind  on  the  campus,  became 
the  talk  of  the  town. 

Fourth  year  brought  the  goal  of  our  endeavours  in  sight.  It  meant  the  end 
of  one  phase  of  life  and  the  beginning  of  another.  Our  academic  work  took  on  a 
more  serious  note,  with  the  theses,  the  iron-ring  ceremony,  exams  and  graduation 
looming  before  us. 

Although  sports  took  a  back  seat  in  the  overall  picture,  interest  still  pre¬ 
vailed  The  ultimate  in  our  social  endeavours,  the  Science  Formal,  surpassed  all 

expectations,  and  every  member  of  '48  had  a  feeling  of  personal  satisfaction  in 

being  a  part  of  it. 

The  first  phase  is  over.  The  time  has  come  to  leave, 
and  in  so  doing,  it  seems  appropriate  to  propose  a  toast  to 
Queen's,  which  has  not  only  provided  us  with  the  opportu¬ 
nity  for  studying  and  earning  the  title  of  "engineer",  but 
also  of  forming  invaluable  friendships.  The  training  which 
Queen's  has  given  us  will  make  us  better  citizens  of  the 
communities  which  will  someday  be  our  homes.

The  Department  of  Industrial  Relations  at  Queen's  was  inaugurated  in  the  fall  of  1936, 
and  was  the  result  of  a  meeting  of  executives,  business  men  and  educators,  who  recognized  the 
need  of  organized  training  and  research  to  aid  in  the  solving  of  the  human  problem  in  in¬ 
dustry  It  was  decided  that  the  main  function  of  the  Department  would  be  to  collect  and 
analyse  material  on  labour  policies  and  practices,  from  which  information  could  be  provided  to 
assist  personnel  and  industrial  relations  workers  in  their  particular  jobs.  In  doing  this,  the  De¬ 
partment,  under  the  competent  leadership  of  Prof  J.  C.  Cameron  who  was  selected  to  be  its 
head  by  Dean  Mackintosh,  has  acquired  an  extensive  collection  of  books,  pamphlets,  reports, 
company  and  trade  union  policies,  conducted  numerous  surveys  and  conferences,  and  written 
many  reports  on  specific  problems. 

During  the  war,  the  field  of  Industrial  Relations  assumed  new  and  larger  proportions, 
and  a  corresponding  need  for  trained  industrial  relations  men  and  women  arose.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  undertook  to  give  a  professional  course  to  aid  both  interested  students  and  men  from 
industry  and  business.  The  course  of  1947 -'48,  which  is  the  third  such  course  that  has  been 
given  ,  has  an  enrolment  of  29  students  who  come  from  as  far  west  as  Alberta  and  from  as 
far  east  as  the  Maritimes.  Included  here  are  graduates  in  Arts  from  Queen's,  Toronto,  Mc¬ 
Gill  and  Manitoba,  a  B  Sc.  from  Saskatchewan,  and  a  B.Comm  from  Acadia. 

The  year  executive  has  so  far  been  quite  active  in  planning  a  broad,  extra-curricular 
program  for  the  group  The  highlight  of  the  fall  term  was  the  annual  banquet,  held  at  the 
Aluminum  Company  Dean  Mackintosh,  the  guest  speaker  and  original  supervisor  of  the  De¬ 
partment,  outlined  its  history,  the  aims  of  the  lecture  course,  and  warned  of  the  pitfalls  to 
be  encountered  in  the  field  of  labour  relations.

SENIOR  RUGBY 


At  the  start  of  the  1947  season,  everyone  held 
great  hopes  for  the  success  of  the  Queen's  Senior 
Intercollegiate  football  team.  No  one  forgot  that 
the  University  of  Western  Ontario  had  most  of  their 
power-packed  1946  championship  team  back,  or  that 
Varsity  would  be  an  ever-present  threat,  but  the 
Tricolor  squad  looked  good  too.  After  Queen's  second 
attempt  in  as  many  years  to  import  a  successful,  pro¬ 
fessional  coach  fell  through  with  Frank  Tindall's 
failure  to  report  Bob  Elliott  was  called  upon  once 
again,  and  he  directed  the  team  throughout  the 
season  Fans  and  players  alike  were  entirely  satis¬ 
fied  with  this  turn  of  events,  for  Bob,  a  Queen's 
great  of  other  years,  is  an  extremely  capable  coach, 
and  a  very  popular  fellow. 

With  a  feeling  of  optimism,  the  Gaels  entered 
their  first  game,  an  exhibition  tilt  with  the  Interme¬ 
diate  team  from  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College 
Disaster  struck,  and  the  Tricolor  suffered  a  none  too 
decisive  but  nevertheless  bitter  2-1  defeat,  which 
was  a  great  blow  to  the  fans'  morale. 

The  regular  season  opened  on  a  fairly  bright  note, 
when  the  Tricolor  ]ourneyed  to  Montreal  and  held 
the  McGill  Redmen  to  a  13-13  tie  in  their  home 
reservation.  It  was  a  hard-fought  game,  but  it  gave 
the  Queen's  supporters  plenty  of  encouragement,  be¬ 
cause  the  McGill  team  greatly  outweighed  ours,  and 
they  fared  considerably  better  in  the  pre-game  pre¬ 


dictions  Still  it  took  a  brilliant  run-back  by  Cap¬ 
tain  Al.  Lenard  in  the  dying  seconds  of  the  game  to 
avert  a  defeat  for  the  Tricolor. 

It  is  advisable  to  pass  quickly  over  the  games  in 
Kingston  and  London  with  the  Western  Mustangs. 
Both  resulted  in  resounding  defeats  for  the  Queen's 
Seniors,  52-3  in  London  and  32-0  in  Kingston.  While 
there  were  moments  of  encouragement  for  the  shiver¬ 
ing  fans,  it  was  clear  that  our  boys  were  simply 
outclassed,  johnny  Metros  has  developed  the  West¬ 
ern  team  to  a  point  where  many  experts  consider 
them  fit  to  go  against  the  best  professional  teams  in 
the  country,  and  the  way  in  which  Western  players 
monopolized  the  Intercollegiate  All-Star  nominations 
is  evidence  enough  of  their  talent. 

Queen's  fans  also  suffered  through  a  pair  of  de¬ 
feats  tor  their  team  at  the  hands  of  the  "Double 
Blues"  from  Varsity,  who  turned  out  to  be  red  hot 
for  our  benefit.  Again  our  boys  played  their  hearts 
out,  but  they  could  not  stop  the  march  of  the  big, 
well-balanced  Toronto  squad.  In  the  game  in  To¬ 
ronto  the  Gaels  had  a  decided  edge  in  ground  gained 
and  in  first  downs,  but  Varsity  came  out  on  the  long 
end  of  a  15-5  score,  and  that  is  the  part  that  counts. 
In  the  game  against  Toronto  in  Kingston,  the  home 
squad  again  showed  up  well  in  the  first  half,  but  in  the 
later  stages  of  the  game  they  simply  ran  out  of 
steam,  and  Varsity  piled  up  a  22-5  win. 
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Everyone  was  waiting  for  the  final  game  of  the 
season,  which  brought  McGill  into  Kingston  Third 
place  depended  on  the  outcome  of  the  game,  since 
neither  team  had  been  able  to  trip  Western  or  Var¬ 
sity,  and  they  had  shared  a  tie  on  opening  day  Again 
Queen's  came  out  on  the  short  end  of  an  11  -5  score, 
and  ended  the  season  deep  in  the  league  cellar. 
Classifying  losses  is  not  a  happy  occupation,  but  it 
may  be  said  that  this  final  loss  was  considerably  in¬ 
fluenced  by  bad  luck,  and  there  was  less  evidence  of 
an  inferiority  in  team  strength  or  ability  than  was 
the  case  in  previous  games. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Queen's  squad  was 
badly  reduced  in  numbers  by  injuries  as  the  season 
progressed.  Notable  among  the  casualties  were  Dave 
Rozummak,  Mike  Halliday,  Ted  Porter  and  Bill 
Burgess,  who  undoubtedly  would  have  added  greatly 
to  the  Tricolor's  efforts  if  they  had  been  able  to 
continue.  Jim  Charters  played  an  outstanding  game 
in  spite  of  repeated  injuries,  but  the  situation  was 
so  bad  that  Bob  Elliott  was  able  to  dress  less  than 


two  full  teams  for  some  of  the  games.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  season,  it  was  necessary  to  promote  se¬ 
veral  members  of  the  Intermediate  teams  to  swell 
the  ranks,  but  even  this  added  strength  could  not 
bring  a  single  victory. 

Captain  Al  Lenard  was  undoubtedly  the  bright 
light  for  Queen's  in  a  very  dismal  season.  His  brilliant 
ball  handling  confused  the  best  of  the  opposition, 
and  his  driving  play  on  both  offence  and  defence 
brought  him  Queen's  only  All-Star  nomination,  when 
he  nailed  down  the  quarterback  spot  on  the  mythical 
first  team.  Big  Bob  Stevens  and  Jim  Charters  sparked 
the  line  with  their  rugged  play,  and  Murray  Bulger, 
Frank  Macintyre  and  Ross  McKelvey  often  brought 
the  crowd  to  their  feet  with  their  fine  backfield  work. 
The  whole  team  gave  it  the  old  college  try  and  played 
for  all  they  were  worth,  but  it  certainly  is  a  tough 
league.  Regardless  of  the  outcome  of  the  season, 
there  is  one  man  upon  whom  no  blame  can  fall — 
Coach  Bob  Elliott. 


INTERMEDIATE  O.  R.  F.  U.  FOOTBALL  TEAM 


The  Queen's  entry  in  the  Intermediate  Ontario 
Rugby  Football  Union  made  one  of  the  most  signifi¬ 
cant  and  successful  contributions  to  the  University's 
sports  effort  of  the  year.  They  played  a  difficult  8 
game  schedule,  and  their  lone  defeat  came  at  the 
hands  of  the  Orillia  team  by  a  score  of  10-9.  In 
other  games  they  whipped  Cobourg  twice  by  scores 
of  1  -0  and  25-3,  took  two  from  Peterborough  27-0 
and  32-3  and  they  walked  off  with  a  single  victory 
over  the  University  of  Toronto  Intermediates  by  a 

score  of  22-6.  Oshawa  proved 
to  be  an  equally  easy  victim, 
and  our  boys  took  an  18-5  vic¬ 
tory  in  Oshawa  and  defeated 
them  easily  in  Richardson  Sta¬ 
dium  to  the  tune  of  32-0.  The 
Queen's  team,  appropriately 
labeled,  "the  Orfuns"  played 
against  the  best  talent  that 
these  Ontario  towns  and  cities 
could  muster,  and  always  gave 
a  splendid  account  of  themselves. 

At  the  end  of  8  games,  the  "Orfuns"  were 
firmly  entrenched  in  first  place  in  the  league,  and 
were  strongly  favoured  to  take  the  league  title.  This 
would  have  necessitated  further  play-off  games  with 
the  winners  of  other  leagues,  but  the  Christmas 
exams  were  getting  uncomfortably  close,  and  rather 


than  deprive  rhe  runners-up  of  the  chance  to  go  on  in 
ihese  play-offs,  it  was  decided  to  withdraw  the  team 
from  further  competition. 

The  calibre  of  the  play  of  the  members  of  this 
team  can  be  ]udged  by  the  fact  that  several  of  its 
members  were  promoted  to  the  ranks  of  the  Queen's 
Seniors,  and  gave  an  excellent  account  of  themselves 
in  senior  company.  Undoubtedly  next  year's  Seniors 
will  draw  heavily  on  these  players,  and  their  success 
this  year  gives  Queen's  fans  great  cause  to  hope  for 
success  in  the  fall  of  '48.

time  and  energy  to  the  thankless  job  of  coaching. 

The  Intermediates  were  captained  by  a  popular 
Ottawa  product,  Bill  Morgan.  Other  backfielders  were 
Blair  Cockburn,  Ron  Kemp,  Kip  Kerby,  Diblee  Mac- 
gcugan,  "Dinger"  Bell,  Missen  and  Elford  On  the 
lines  were  such  heavies  as  Don  Good,  Don  Venus,  Bill 
Goss,  "Boomer"  Wood  and  Dennis  Monaghan,  all 
of  whom  tip  the  scales  at  over  200  pounds.  Worthy 
of  extra  mention  are  the  efforts  of  "Tiger"  Toole 
and  Ted  Storey,  both  towards  the  game  and  towards

In  the  fa  I  i  of  1945,  when  it  became  Queen's 
first  unofficial  men's  residence,  H.  M.S.  Stone 
Frigate  was  an  easy  and  logical  step  from  the 
barrackroom  life  of  the  services  for  80-odd  vet¬ 
erans.  The  efforts  of  R.M.C.'s  Commandant,  Brig 
D  C.  Cunningham,  and  the  University  had  done 
much  to  alleviate  the  postwar  housing  shortage, 
and  the  success  of  the  experiment  was  evidenced 
by  its  continued  operation  through  the  summer 
and  winter  terms  of  1945  In  the  1947  winter  term 
Fort  Frederick  dormitory  became  available  to  pro¬ 
vide  total  accommodation  for  about  250  students. 

Under  nominal  control  from  Queen's,  R.M.C. 
residences  have  been  actually  regulated  by  a  suc¬ 
cession  of  able  wardens  and  elected  house  com¬ 
mittees  of  students  who  share  with  the  staff  of 
R.M.C  the  high  credit  due  for  the  degree  of  co¬ 
operation  which  has  always  smoothed  administra¬ 
tive  difficulties  No  list  of  names  could  do  full 
justice  to  the  many  hardy  perennials  who  have 
made  the  venture  a  complete  success. 

Isolation  from  Queen's  by  distance  made 
R.M.C  a  community  in  itself.  Its  alumni  will 
want  to  remember  the  swimming,  tennis,  skating, 
school  buses,  bridge,  warm  strong  friendhips, 
spontaneous  celebrations,  and  the  seasonal  for- 
mals  which  admitted  no  peer  in  excellence  among 
University  social  functions  The  "Frigate"  and 
the  "Fort"  have  been  an  important  and  indestruc¬ 
tible  part  of  many  Queen's  graduates.

MODEL  PARLIAMENT 


During  the  school  year  1946-47,  a  referendum 
was  held  to  decide  the  question:  "are  you  in  favour 
of  recognizing  at  Queen's,  political  clubs  affiliated 
with  legally  recognized  Canadian  Political  Parties?" 
For  better  or  for  worse,  the  vote  was  a  resounding 
"No",  and  so  the  fate  of  Political  Clubs  was  sealed, 
as  far  as  meetings  on  the  Campus  was  concerned. 
However,  the  Alma  Mater  Society  felt  that  there  was, 
and  should  be,  considerable  interest  in  political  mat¬ 
ters  among  the  students,  so  they  organized  the  ma¬ 
chinery  for  a  Model  Parliament,  which  was  intended 
to  be  a  political  forum  of  sorts,  but  which  was  to 
exist  in  a  vacuum  as  far  as  help,  financial  or  other¬ 
wise,  from  national  political  parties  was  concerned. 
The  principal  purpose  of  the  Model  Parliament  was 
to  teach  parliamentary  procedure  and  tradition  to 
the  students,  and  also  to  give  them  an  opportunity 
to  dicuss  political  issues  of  the  day 

Four  parties  threw  their  hats  into  the  Grant 
Hall  ring  rhe  Liberals,  the  Progressive  Conservatives, 
the  C.C  F ,  and  the  Labour  Progressives.  Each  party 
was  given  a  chance  at  being  the  Government,  the 
opposition,  and  the  secondary  or  tertiary  opposition. 
In  their  turn  as  Government  parties,  each  group  pre¬ 
sented  a  resolution  which  more  or  less  mirrored  the 
policy  of  their  national  counterparts. 


The  sessions  of  the  House  were  carried  on  with 
all  the  pomp  and  circumstance  of  a  real  Parliament. 
Under  the  firm  hand  of  the  Speaker,  Prof  J.  A.  Corry, 
the  rules  of  parliamentary  procedure  were  followed, 
and  in  general,  the  objectives  of  the  organization 
were  fulfilled.  The  Liberals  defended  the  operation 
and  control  of  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corpora¬ 
tion  during  their  turn  in  the  spotlight,  but  the  Pro¬ 
gressive  Conservatives  lost  in  their  avowed  intention 
of  re-dividing  Canada  along  other  than  provincial 
lines.  The  C.C.F.  also  failed  to  obtain  the  approval 
of  the  House  to  re-impose  blanket  price  controls 
until  1951  Unfortunately  press  time  came  too  early 
to  learn  what  the  L  P.P.'s  would  do  when  they  were 
released  from  the  wrong  side  of  the  House. 

The  organization  of  the  Model  Parliament  has 
met  with  the  criticism  that  it  is  not  sufficiently  free 
to  be  a  real  forum  of  student  opinion.  However,  it 
stands  as  the  existing  machinery  for  political  expression, 
and  for  instruction  in  practical  government.  Viewed 
in  the  light  of  these  qualifications,  and  lacking  any 
better  institution  on  the  Campus,  the  Model  Parlia¬ 
ment  deserves  and  has  earned  the  support  of  a  large 
block  of  the  student  body.

The  Queen's  Gliding  Club  was  organized  in  October  194S.  Since  that  time, 
due  to  the  efforts  of  Dr.  W  D.  MacClement  and  a  small  group  of  enthusiasts, 
Queen's  has  become  much  more  flying  conscious,  and  each  year,  more  and  more 
students  are  fulfilling  their  desire  to  fly  like  the  birds. 

The  original  capital  for  the  club  was  supplied  from  a  fund  built  up  during 
the  war  years  by  the  University  Air  Training  Corps,  and  earmarked  for  post-war 
flying  use-  With  this  money  a  Tiger  Moth  tow-plane  and  two  Laister  Kauffman 
two-seater  training  gliders  were  purchased.  In  the  summer  of  1947,  the  National 
Research  Council  supplied  us  with  a  further  asset  in  the  shape  of  a  captured  German 
"Grunaeu  Baby",  a  high  performance  single  sea  ter.  A  winch,  constructed  by  our 
members,  completes  our  equipment. 

With  this  and  the  use  of  the  Norman  Rogers  Airport,  the  club  is  in  an  excel¬ 
lent  position  to  train  future  pilots  cheaply  and  effectively.  Membership  is  at  present 
limited  to. 73  persons,  which  ensures  flying  for  all  Besides  the  flying  end  of  the 
game,  there  are  facilities  in  the  club  for  meteorological  and  technical  research.

SCIENCE  '44  CO-OP 


So  far,  Queen's  has  no  men's  residences,  but  one 
group  on  the  campus  has  made  a  very  considerable 
effort  to  overcome  this  situation  and  provide  them¬ 
selves  with  congenial  and  comfortable  homes  while 
in  Kingston.  The  war  years  saw  Kingston's  popula¬ 
tion  swollen  with  soldiers,  their  families,  and  many 
new  industrial  workers.  This  made  it  particularly  dif 
ficult  for  students  to  find  suitable  lodgings  on  their 
limited  incomes,  and  there  were  some  novel  and  inge¬ 
nious  methods  devised  by  student  groups  to  get  them¬ 
selves  in  out  of  the  weather. 

The  most  substantial  and  practical  of  these  was 
the  Science  '44  Co-operative  which  was  established 
in  1941  by  10  Science  freshmen.  They  banded  to¬ 
gether,  but  since  they  had  no  great  amount  of  funds 
among  them,  the  home  of  their  dreams  looked  very 
far  away.  Quite  unexpectedly,  a  generous  benefactor 
donated  the  property  at  329  Earl  St.  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  on  condition  that  it  be  used  as  a  co-operative 
residence,  and  their  project  was  well  started.  Since 
none  of  the  original  members  were  legally  of  age,  it 
was  necessary  to  call  upon  an  interested  staff  mem¬ 
ber  to  sign  the  documents  which  incorporated  the 
project  as  a  co-operative  under  the  Provincial  Char¬ 
ter,  and  permission  to  name  the  new  residence 
"Collin's  House"  was  obtained  from  the  donor. 

During  the  summer  of  1941,  the  University  en¬ 
gineer  undertook  the  conversion  of  Collin's  House 
into  a  residence.  In  the  fall  when  the  students  moved 
in,  they  began  their  first  "work  project"  by  building 
their  own  bunks,  desks,  bookcases  and  tables.  A 
small  dining  room  was  furnished  and  a  common  room 


established.  The  following  summer,  a  large  refrigera¬ 
tor  was  installed  in  the  kitchen  and  the  heating 
facilities  were  improved. 

In  the  fall  of  1943,  a  group  of  Medsmen  who  had 
run  into  similar  housing  difficulties,  obtained  a  lease 
on  the  property  at  168  University  Avenue.  This  pro¬ 
perty  was  later  called  "Berry  House",  and  it  was 
incorporated  into  the  parent  co-operative,  with  the 
residents  of  both  houses  eating  at  Collin's  House. 
A  further  expansion  was  accomplished  in  the  fall  of 
1945  when  the  third  unit,  "Boucher  House"  at  144 
Albert  St,,  was  added  This  house  was  established 
as  a  girls'  residence,  and  it  has  proved  to  be  a  popuiar 
and  useful  addition  to  the  campus.  Finally,  meals 
are  provided  daily  for  an  additional  25  student 
boarders  in  the  enlarged  dining  room  at  Collin's 
House. 

In  February  of  each  year,  the  members  of  the 
co-operative  elect  seven  directors  for  a  term  of  one 
year  This  group  then  elects  a  president  from  among 
its  own  numbers  Executive  meetings  are  held  once 
a  week  to  discuss  the  business  of  that  week.  Once 
a  month  a  general  meeting  is  held,  and  all  aspects 
of  the  life  of  the  group  are  discussed. 

One  of  the  duties  of  the  Executive  is  to  appoint 
managers  for  the  various  jobs.  These  include  a 
General  Manager,  House  Managers,  Kitchen  Manager, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Educational  convenor,  Purchas¬ 
ing  Agent  and  Maintenance  men.  Appointments  to 
these  positions  are  for  a  half-year  term.  The  various 
managers  meet  early  in  the  fall  and  draw  up  a 
complete  work  schedule  for  all  members  and  boarders.

The  members  of  each  house  meet  once  a  month 
to  dicuss  house  affairs.  A  small  fee  is  paid  monthly 
to  provide  for  magazines,  books,  newspapers,  records 
and  other  minor  items.  Each  house  elects  its  own 
Treasurer  and  Social  Convenor  and  makes  its  own 
rules  concerning  study  hours,  house  duties  and  guests. 

The  keynote  of  all  55  members  is  co-operation. 
This  is  perhaps  best  exemplified  by  the  work  schedule. 
With  the  exception  of  preparing  meals,  the  members 
do  all  the  work,  sharing  everything  equally.  All  work 
is  charted  on  the  bulletin  board  to  make  its  distri¬ 
bution  easier. 

Early  each  fall  there  is  a  general  house  cleaning 
campaign  Mattresses  are  beaten,  bunks  are  repair¬ 
ed,  windows  cleaned,  walls  painted  if  necessary,  floors 
are  scrubbed  and  waxed,  and  furniture  is  repaired. 
The  plan  is  aimed  at  progression  as  well  as  mainten¬ 
ance. 

During  the  year  each  member  is  reponsible  for 
his  own  room,  as  well  as  taking  his  turn  at  phone 
duty,  sweeping  the  halls,  and  cleaning  and  waxing 
the  floors.  Periodically  the  houses  are  inspected  by 


the  General  Manager,  who  suggests  improvements  to 
the  House  Manager. 

Besides  providing  low-cost  housing  and  meals, 
the  Co-op  provides  pleasant  surroundings,  sound  fel¬ 
lowship  and  an  educational  programme.  The  Educa¬ 
tional  Programme  is  designed  to  include  prominent 
speakers.  Recently  Dr.  W.  E.  McNeill,  Dr.  T  E  jessop, 
Mr  Arnold  Edinborough  and  Dr.  Glen  Shortliffe  have 
spoken  to  the  group.  The  annual  Christmas  dinner, 
the  open  house  and  the  two  annual  year  parties  are 
highlights  of  the  social  season 

Although  most  members  agree  that  thev  were 
primarily  attracted  to  the  Co-op  because  of  the  low 
cost  of  living  which  it  provides,  they  quickly  realize 
that  the  good  fellowship  makes  it  "a  home  away 
from  home".  Close  associations  with  students  of  all 
faculties  affords  the  members  an  opportunity  to 
broaden  their  education  and  to  learn  to  live.  The 
management  system  allows  all  an  opportunity  to 
practice  a  few  of  the  principles  learned  at  lectures, 
and  thus  a  fine  appreciation  of  university  life  is 
learned.
